3 seats on VB School Board 
to be filled in Nov. 6 election

Three seats on the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education are to be filled 
in the Nov. 6 General Election. 

Candidates who wish to run for the four- 
year positions must file their affidavits of 
identity and a non-partisan nominating 
petition at the Van Buren Township Clerk’s 
office by 4 p.m., July 24. The petitions 
should have a minimum of 40 signatures 
and a maximum of 100. 

A $100 non-refundable fee may be filed 
in lieu of a petition. Withdrawal deadline 
elapses at 4 p.m. on July 27. 

Write-in candidates for the school board 
who wish to seek office in the Nov. 6 
General Election need to file by 4 p.m., 
Oct. 26. 

Seats on the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education that will be filled in 
the election currently are held by Allison 
Bennett, Kevin English, and Darlene Loyer 
Gerick. 

Lincoln Consolidated School candidates 
who wish to seek office in the Nov. 
6 General Election should contact 
Washtenaw County Election Division at 
(734) 222-6730 for filing instructions. 

Library Board 

Deadline to file for a seat on the Belleville 
Area District Library Board in the Nov. 6 
General Election is 4 p.m., July 19, at the 
Wayne County Clerk’s office. 

The four seats to be filled now are held by 
Lachelle Reed Caver, Mary Jane Dawson, 
Sharon Peters, and Tanya Stoudemire. 

Residents of the City of Belleville and 
townships of Van Buren and Sumpter who 
wish to seek a seat on the board must file 
an affidavit of identity and a nominating 
petition with the Wayne County Clerk’s 
office. The petitions should have a 
minimum of 40 signatures and a maximum 
of 100. A $100 non-refundable fee may be 
filed instead of a petition. 
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Non-partisan petition forms are available 
at the clerks’ offices in Van Buren 
Township, Sumpter Township, and the 
City of Belleville. 

Precinct Delegates 

Candidates for county convention 
delegates (precinct delegates) had to file 
an affidavit of identity for the Aug. 7 
election by May 11. Write-in candidates 
who seek precinct delegate positions 
must file Declaration of Intent forms with 
the clerk’s office for the Aug. 7 primary 
election by 4 p.m., Aug. 3. 

Write-in candidates may also file a Precinct 

Delegate Write-in Candidate Declaration 
of Intent on election day, with the board of 
election inspectors at the precinct in which 
they are a registered voter any time prior 
to the close of the polls. The signature on 
the affidavit of identity must be witnessed 
by the chairperson at the precinct if not 
already notarized.

The “Friday Fill-Up”’ team at Belleville’s 
Trinity Episcopal Church is celebrating 
the success of its program to provide 
backpacks filled with food for the weekend 
to students at Rawsonville Elementary in 
the Van Buren School District. 

This program is designed to meet the 
needs of kids who get meals in school, but 
may face bare cupboards at home. Since 
launching in February 2018, the “Friday 
Fill-Up!” program has grown to feed 28 
children every weekend through the end of 
the school year. 

Each weekly bag contains enough food 
for two breakfasts and lunches, plus some 
extra food that can stretch to help a family 
eat one dinner. In total, 360 backpacks of 
nutritious and kid-friendly food have been 
given out. 


The “Friday Fill-up!” team is planning 
to expand this program to feed 50 
schoolchildren every weekend when 
school starts up in August, and to cover 75 
backpacks a weekend in time for the Winter 
Holiday Break. Trinity Episcopal Church 
and the ‘Friday Fill-up!’ team are grateful to 
the community for all the support received.

Nine Sumpter Democrat candidates vie for three seats in primary election

Nine Democrats are competing for three 
seats on the Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees in the Aug. 6 primary election. 

The positions were appointed, after the 
deaths of Treasurer Alan Bates and Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman, when officials were 
assigned to these posts. The election in 
November will fill the seats until 2020. 

The positions open are treasurer, clerk, 
and trustee. 

Running for treasurer are incumbent 
Peggy Morgan, Ken Bednark, and Ronald 
Barrington Robinson. The winner of the 
August Democratic primary will be on the 
ballot unopposed in November. 

Running for clerk are incumbent Esther 
Hurst, Sheena Barnes (who presently is 
an appointed trustee), and Toni Clark. 
The winner of the August Democratic 
primary will be on the ballot unopposed in 
November. 

Running for trustee are Antoine Jordan, 
Jay W. Bardell, IT, and Kit Denice Dewyer. 

Jennifer Price had filed for trustee, but 
told the Independent she decided not to 
run after all, making that decision after the 
deadline, so her name will appear on the 
ballot. She said, “I STRONGLY support 
Esther Hurst for clerk and Ken Bednark for 
treasurer. Embarrassingly enough, there is 
not a Democrat on the ballot for Sumpter 
Township trustee that I support at this 
time.” 

The winner of the Democratic primary for 
trustee will face Republican Tim Rush, who 
will be unopposed on the Republican part 
of the ballot in both August and November. 

Also, Andrew Slovik, with no party 
affiliation, will be on the November ballot 
as a candidate for trustee. 

The candidates on the August ballot 
answered questions on a form sent to 
them by the Independent and here are their 
stories. 

CANDIDATES FOR TREASURER 

Peggy Morgan 

Peggy Morgan, 59, of 46330 Claxton 
Drive, was appointed 
treasurer in February 
2017 and has served 
as treasurer since then. > 
Before being appointed 
treasurer, she served 
as an elected trustee 
from November 2004 
through January 2017. 

“I took an interest in

our community long before being elected 
in 2004,” she said. “In fact, I attended 
board meetings for nearly ten years prior to 
running for office. 

“I also served on the Sumpter Township 


Board of Review, the Economic 
Development Committee, and volunteered 
for the Neighborhood Watch in the 1990s. 


I am the former liaison for Parks and 
Recreation and Sumpter Fire Department. 
Currently, I am the Water Department 
liaison. I am a member of the Michigan 
Democratic Party, Sumpter Seniors, and 
Women of the Moose Chapter 1135.” 

In 1977, Morgan graduated from Garden 
City East High School. After graduation, 
she attended Schoolcraft College where 
she was trained in Living Skills. She later 
took Nurse’s Aide training at Garden City 
Hospital. She participated in the RESA 
training for school bus driver and retired 
from Van Buren Public Schools after 
more than 20 years as a bus driver. She 
has completed the FEMA Emergency 
Management Institute courses IS-00700, 
National Incident Management System 
(NIMS) and _ JS-00800-A, National 
Response Plan (NRP). 

She has been married to Richard E. (Bud) 
Morgan for 33 years and they have two 
sons, Richard E. II and David W., and four 
grandsons. She said she loves spending 
time with her family, playing with her four 
grandsons, and doing yard work. She is 
a big NASCAR and football fan, and also 
enjoys camping, hunting, and traveling 
with her family. 

“I am running for office because I 
have lived in Sumpter Township for 33 
years; this is my home and my children 
and grandchildren all live here. I want to 
continue to bring my leadership and vision 
to Sumpter Township, which is to build 
a brighter future for Sumpter’s working 
families like mine. I have character, 
integrity, and the leadership experience 
necessary to continue to move Sumpter 
Township forward. 

“If elected, my list of goals are to prioritize 
road projects, ensure accountability, and 
to work tirelessly to deliver results for 
the hardworking taxpayers of Sumpter 
Township. I also intend to seek alternative 
revenue for our township, support job 
creation, support grants for family 
development, and support senior programs, 
as well as after-school programs. 

“I promise to listen to all residents’ 
concerns, and will continue to represent all 
taxpayers and residents. I will persistently 
work hard to maintain Sumpter Township’s 
balanced budget, continue to keep the 
essential services that are in place now, 
and will always look for any suggestions to 
improve them.” 

Kenneth Bednark 

Kenneth Bednark, 62, of 18295 Savage 
Road, is running for treasurer in his first bid 
for elective office. 

He has lived in Sumpter Township for 
42 years and is retired after being a home 
builder, real estate investor, and planning 
consultant. 

Bednark earned a master of science in 
Policy and Behavior at the University of 


MichiganinAnn Arbor; abachelor of science 
cum laude in Urban Planning/Business 


Administration from 
Eastern Michigan 
University; and 


attended College of 
Law at the University 
of Toledo. He is a 
Michigan licensed | 
Master Builder and 
Real Estate Broker 
and belongs to the 
American Institute of 
Certified Planners. 

He is a commissioner on the Sumpter 
Zoning Board of Appeals and served 
as secretary on the Sumpter MMFLA 
Committee. 

When asked why he is running for office, 
Bednark said: 

“As your neighbor, I have heart and vision 
for our beloved Sumpter and seek to restore 
dignity and functionality to the office 
of treasurer. My regular board meeting 
attendance and committee participation 
has given me insight into the dynamics of 
Sumpter’s governance. 

“The contentious attitude, flawed logic, 
and promotion of self-interests made it 
evident that there is a leadership void in the 
office of treasurer. We need a competent 
and mature treasurer that understands the 
statutory functions of the office and that 
puts community needs first. We need a 
representative that listens while respecting 
the viewpoints of residents and fellow 
board members. 

“Our current appointed treasurer is 
campaigning for “Change in 2018,’ yet has 
been on the board for 14 years! The true 
change needed, at a minimum, is a new 
treasurer.” 

As to goals and objectives, Bednark said: 
“Accountable: I will be fiscally responsible 
by keeping a transparent and balanced 
budget along with managing an accountable 
and friendly staff. I will ensure residents 
receive timely and accurate water/sewer 
service bills and will implement convenient 
internet payment options. 

“Professional: I will treat everyone 
with the respect they deserve. I will 
facilitate community participation in 
township governance and promote board 
collaboration. 

“Experienced: I will be a board liaison 
to the Building/Planning Department, 
Zoning Board of Appeals, and Planning 
Commission, as well as a tactful negotiator 
representing our township’s best interests at 
large. I will work with our police and fire 
departments to meet needs and with our 
ordinance officer to clean up blight. 

“Dedicated: I will be working hard 
for residents by procuring county, state, 
and federal funding for infrastructure 
improvements and by finding solutions

services and activities. 

“Honest: I will be listening and reaching 
out to residents to advocate for them as their 
board representative. I will preserve our 
rural character, increase property values, 
and promote our parks and recreational 
opportunities. 

“I will serve with integrity and would be 
honored by your vote,” Bednark concluded.

Ronald Barrington Robinson, 333 Utah, 
has lived in Sumpter 
Township for 21 years. 
He is seeking the © 
position of township 
treasurer. 

He has a daughter, 
Taylor Robinson. 

Robinson retired as a 
lieutenant after serving 
for 23 years with the 
Michigan Department 
of Corrections. He is a video producer at 
Comcast Cable Television of the “In My 
Opinion” show seen on Detroit public 
access channel 68, Flint public access 
channel 17 and Downriver channel 20. 

He earned a Criminal Justice Degree from 
Mott College. 

Robinson has run for office for president 
of the Lake Shore Community Block Club 
in Flint, the Flint City Council 7th Ward, 
vice president of the Flint Branch of 
the NAACP, Sumpter Township trustee, 
trustee of Southwestern Wayne County 
Democratic Club, and now is running for 
Sumpter treasurer. 

He belongs to the NAACP, Southwestern 
Wayne County Democratic Club, and 
enjoys horseback riding, gardening, 
traveling, fishing, and cooking. 

When asked why he is running for 
this office, Robinson replied: “Sumpter 
Township needs truth in honest government 
and democracy.

Disagreement 
between engineers 
hold up library 


The engineers for the City of Belleville 
and the Belleville Area District Library are 
at a stand-off over some wording that would 
assess liability -- and this is standing in the 
way of the construction of the new library. 

At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville Area District Library Board, 
architect Dan Whisler explained the 
problem. 

He said Hennessey Engineers, who work 
for the City of Belleville, are requiring 
wording on the eight plans provided to 
the city with the caveat that if Hennessey 
missed something, the project will still meet 
all their standards, which are not published 
and could change at any time. They’ve 
required this for 17 years. 

Whisler said their standards are not written 
out and if they change them the wording 
would give liability to the library engineers, 
Beckett and Rader, and the insurance 
carriers will not stand for that. 

“We are insured against negligent acts” 
and the insurance would cover that, but not 
this. The city engineer refuses to budge and 
so do the library engineers. 

They are trying to find a solution and 
O’Neil Construction wants to get started on 
building the library. The situation is on the 
cusp of costing the library project money 
since workers on the scene will need to be 
paid. 

Library board members suggested taking 
it to the mayor and city council. Hopefully, 
this can be settled soon.

Citizens’ Resistance at 
Fermi 2 writes letter

Citizens’ Resistance at Fermi 2 (CRAFT) 
hereby goes on record as opposing the Draft 
National Pollution Discharge Elimination 
System (NPDES) for the Fermi 2 nuclear 
reactor. DTE is requesting to continuously 
discharge a maximum of 45.1 million 
gallons per day (MGD) of cooling 
tower blowdown, processed radwaste 
wastewater, residual heat removal system 
service water, chemical metal cleaning 
wastes, and nonchemical metal cleaning 
waste into Lake Erie through Outfall 001, 
in addition to discharging from additional 
outfalls and monitoring points. 

DTE is offering a 10 to 1 dilution of 
lake water to effluent, although Lake Erie 
is protected as a drinking water source. 
A gallon of poison is still poison, even if 
you add it to ten gallons of water. As the 
saying goes, “Dilution is not the solution to 
pollution.” The most recent Water Quality 
and Pollution Control in Michigan Sections 
state that Fish Consumption for Lake Erie 
is forbidden because of the Dioxin and 
Polychlorinated Biphenyls that this permit 
allows — by dilution. 

The Selections’ document stated that Swan 
Creek does not support “Other Indigenous 
Aquatic Life and Wildlife.” Is Swan Creek 
a “dead zone”? Why was it that everyone 
ever contacted about permitting by Fermi 
or DEQ lived in Frenchtown Township or 
Monroe? Personal contact was made to 
several specific property owners but not 
property owners who live on Swan Creek 
in Berlin Township. 

There is no mention in the draft about 
Fermi’s role in Lake Erie’s increasing 
algae bloom problems. Satellite shots 
show that the algae blooms jumpstart in 
DTE’s effluent mixing zone. Is this not the 
Thermal pollution that causes the western 
basin of Lake Erie to be 19 degrees hotter 
than anywhere else on the lake? The draft 
permit states that “Effluent temperatures 
from December 2009 to December 2016 
ranged from 32 to 97 degrees Fahrenheit.” 

We commend your staff recommendation 
that this Draft permit now has a phosphorus 
limit which Fermi’s previous permits did 
not. However, 376 pounds per day going 
into Lake Erie from one outfall, the main 
one — Outfall 001, and a limit of 6 pounds 
per day in from Monitoring Point 009A. 
That seems to be a lot of phosphorus 
going into the lake since farmers have 
been criticized for their use of phosphorus 
fertilizers, and even housewives for their 
use of phosphorus containing detergents. 
And, commendable that you are setting 
a limit on Copper (at 15 pounds per day) 
at Outfall 001, which previously had 
no limits, and 0.18 pounds per day at 
Monitoring Point 009A. 

It seems unreal that there were previously 
no limits on Cyanide, which DEQ staff 
now recommends as 0.93 pounds per day 
discharged into Monitoring Point 009A 
but failed to mention how much would be 
discharged through the other outfalls. 

It is confusing that the permit states the

U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC) sets the regulations for radioactive 
materials going into the lake, but when we 
have complained about Fermi’s thermal 
discharge, the NRC said that your agency 
oversees all discharges into Lake Erie, not 
them. 

The U.S. NRC has stated “Public and 
occupational health can be compromised by 
activities at the Fermi site that encourage the 
growth of disease-causing microorganisms 
(etiological agents). Thermal discharges 
from Fermi into the circulation water 
system and Lake Erie have the potential 
to increase the growth of thermophilic 
organisms. These microorganisms could 
give rise to potentially serious human 
concerns, particularly at high exposure 
levels.” Draft NUREG-2105, volume 1, 
October 2011, page 2-228 

It makes us wonder if only DTE is in 
charge? DTE has a message for all those 
who depend on Lake Erie for drinking 
water, recreation, and their very lives — you 
don’t matter. What clearly matters to DTE 
is running roughshod over the environment 
and rate-payers with their dirty power 
monopoly, while safe, affordable 
alternatives not only exist, but cost far less. 

DTE clearly wants it both ways, they 
want to call Fermi 2 clean power, while 
it pollutes with total abandon. They call 
Fermi 2 a vital asset, yet they want to 
dramatically depreciate its taxable value. 
They claim renewables are not viable as 
base load power due to predictable capacity 
factor issues, while Fermi 2 repeatedly 
experiences large, sudden outages. 

They want to claim they are just following 
regulatory imperatives, while they drive 
policy with their corrupt political influence. 
The only power DTE truly has a focus on 
generating is political power, for itself. 
When on site, emissions free generation is 
available for a fraction of the cost of DTE’s 
dirty grid power, the time for change has 
come, yet DTE is determined to dig in their 
heels. 

Water is life.

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VBT Board approves higher water service contract for five years

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees approved the fourth amendment 
to the Great Lakes Water Authority water 
service contract at its regular meeting Jan. 
9. The action renewed the agreement for 
five more years of the 30-year contract. 
Department of Public Services Director 
James Taylor said the only change is in the 
exhibits’ part of the contract where there is 
a change in the table for peak-hour usage 
where the township is using more than 
in the contract. Peak-hour usage is billed 
higher than usage at other times. 
Based on the actual usage there is a

upward change of about $13,000 to the 
minimum monthly payment. This will 
take effect on July 1 and the township’s 
signatures were due Jan. 12. 

Taylor said there would be no further 
increase in residents’ water rates this year 
to pay for this, but next year there could be 
another raise in rates. 

The VBT water and sewer rates went up 
5% on Jan. 1. 

He said the GLWA will reopen the 
negotiation at any time if the township 
can cut the peak-hour usage and they are 
working at ways to accomplish this.

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Contract details hold up work on repair of Belleville seawall

Changes to the contract accepted in 
May for the seawall repairs along Doane’s 
Landing in the City of Belleville are 
holding up the project. 

At the regular city council meeting on 
July 2, Building Official Rick Rutherford 
said that the previous Friday afternoon he 
got an email from the contractors. He said 
he didn’t see the email until he came in on 
Monday. 

Rutherford said they want to change 
the scope of the work. Rutherford said he 
wants the geo-tech engineers McDowell to 
work with them on any changes. He said he 
didn’t know if there would be any revisions 
pricewise. 

He said they weren’t specific on what 
they want to do. 

“It’s too big a project to let them change 
the work,” Rutherford said. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said they 
want to change the materials to what the 
city now has in place there and that would 
mean there would have to be an adjustment 
to the price. 

Rutherford said the city still wants to get 
the work done this summer because it is 
urgent. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the city still 
has to get the firm figures on who pays 
what, referring to the condominiums next 
door to the city park. 

Rutherford said the contractor want the 
city to cover it all and get paid back by 
the condos. He said the city has identified 
footage that doesn’t belong to the city. 

Kollmeyer said the city has given numbers 
to State Rep. Kristi Pagan and Senator 
Hoon-Yung Hopgood who are working on 
a State grant to help with the cost. 

“When we have nailed down the cost, 
there will be some discussions,’ Mayor 
Conley said. 

On May 21, the city council approved 
accepting the bid of E.C. Korneffel Co. 
of Trenton to do the seawall repairs. The 
cost of $339,000 was discussed, but it was 
unsure if that was the amount for the whole 
job, including the condos, or just the city’s 
share. 

A dollar amount for the city was to be

In other business at the 20-minute 
meeting on July 2, the council: 

e Heard City Manager Kollmeyer 
announce that Grace Baptist Church had 
cancelled its July 4 picnic because of the 
heat. The party annually gets permission to 
close part of High Street, between the park 
and the church property, for the party; 

e Heard Councilman Jesse Marcotte ask 
about the green building on East Huron 
River Drive that has vegetation growing 
up around it. Kollmeyer said the car wash 
next door has been sold and the buyer 
said he bought the green building, as well. 
Rutherford said at least now the city has 
a name of the owner, so if the owner lets 
the vegetation grow again and the city 
has to contract mowing, the city can put 
it on their tax bill. When it was owned by 
the bank and then by the county and up 
for auction, it was hard to get an owner’s 
name, Rutherford said;

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Emergency blood shortage: Red Cross issues urgent call 


An emergency blood shortage is 
prompting the American Red Cross to 
issue an urgent call for eligible donors of 
all blood types — especially type O —- 
give now and help save lives. 

The Red Cross escalated its call for 
blood and platelet donors after a difficult

Independence Day week for donations. 
More than 550 fewer blood drives were 
organized by businesses and other 
community groups last week than during 
a typical week as individuals across the 
country celebrated the holiday and enjoyed 
summer activities. This could equate to 
as many as 15,000 fewer donations than 
needed, causing donations to now be 
distributed to hospitals faster than they 
come in. 

“Each and every day, individuals across 
the country depend on blood and platelet 
donations for lifesaving treatments and 
emergency care, so it’s critical that people 
donate now to meet these needs,” said Cliff 
Numark, senior vice president, Red Cross 
Blood Services. 

“Whether you’ve never donated or give 
a couple of times a year, you’re needed to 
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give as soon as possible to help save patient 
lives. Yours may be the donation a patient 
is counting on.” 

This need is especially critical for type 
O blood donors. Type O is the most in- 
demand blood type and often the first to 
be depleted from hospital shelves during a 
shortage. Type O negative is the universal 
blood type and what emergency room 
personnel reach for when there is no time 
to determine the blood type of patients in 
the most serious situations. Type O positive 
is the most common blood type and can be 
transfused to Rh-positive patients of any 
blood type. 

How to help 

To schedule an appointment to donate, 
use the free Red Cross Blood Donor App, 
visit RedCrossBlood.org or call 1-800- 
RED CROSS (1-800-733-2767). The Red 
Cross has added about 6,500 additional 
appointment slots at donation centers and 
community blood drives across the country 
over the next few weeks to accommodate 
more donors. Donation appointments and 
completion of a RapidPass online health 
history questionnaire are encouraged to 
help reduce the time it takes to donate. 
Who blood donations help 

Because of generous donors, the Red 
Cross is able to provide blood products for 
patients like 9-month-old Krew Anderson. 
Krew is a happy, laid-back baby boy. His 
wide grin frames two tiny teeth. He likes 
to play with balloons and just experienced 
his first boat ride and fireworks show, but 
Krew has faced more challenges in the 
last four months than many people will 
experience in a lifetime. 

In March, Krew was diagnosed with 
acute myeloid leukemia, a type of cancer 
that causes bone marrow to produce a large 
number of abnormal blood cells. Since 
then, he has gone through four rounds of 
chemotherapy and received 15 blood and 
platelet transfusions to date. 

“The first time he got [a transfusion], I 
was just super nervous and didn’t know 
really what was happening,” said his 


mother, Stephanie Anderson. “Now, when 
he gets one, I’m like, “Yes, please, get him 
some blood to help him get more energy 
and back to normal.” 

Krew’s father, Richard Anderson, donated 
blood a couple of times a year prior to his 
son’s diagnosis, but after seeing Krew 
receive blood, he now plans to give as soon 
as he’s eligible again. 

“For me, just knowing that if it happened 
to me, it can happen to anyone. I want to 
make sure there’s enough blood out there 
for everyone, and that there’s no shortage,” 
he said. 

All donors needed now 

Facing a decline of about 80,000 new Red 
Cross blood donors each year for the past 
several years, the Red Cross launched 
the Missing Types campaign in June to 
encourage new donors, and those who 
have not given recently, to donate blood. 
While the campaign has already inspired 
thousands of new donors to give, the Red 
Cross is now calling on all eligible blood 
and platelet donors to roll up a sleeve 
as soon as possible to overcome the 
emergency blood shortage. 

Through the Missing Types campaign, 
which runs throughout the summer, the 
letters A, B and O — letters used to identify 
blood types — disappeared from corporate 
logos, celebrity social media accounts and 
favorite websites to illustrate the critical 
role every blood donor plays in ensuring 
blood is never missing from hospital 
shelves.

A man who said he is a Westland 
property owner and bought two homes 
in The Commons subdivision, said 1,400 
postcards were supposedly sent out from 
Waste Management for a June 8 public 
meeting by the county at the Van Buren 
Township Hall, but only 17 people came. 

He said the nearby residents were not 
apprised of this big change that has been 
going on for 6-7 months and will affect 
everyone’s way of living -- affecting

property values and air quality and bringing 
the landfill down to Ecorse Road. 

“Something is wrong,” he said. 

A woman, one of the three Romulus 
residents who attended the meeting, said 
cards were sent out to Wayne, Canton, 
Romulus, and Van Buren Township. 

Although more than 200 homes in 
Romulus are impacted by this expansion, 
no Romulus officials were there. She said 
one family said in the past they tried to sell 
their home on Hannan Road but their real 
estate agent said it couldn’t be sold because 
of Woodland Meadows. Now, the landfill is 
expanding. 

“Why weren’t the residents of Romulus 
supported by the city council?” she asked, 
noting that she gave the postcard she 
received to someone at city hall. 

She said there are more than 200 homes 
impacted, most in The Commons, and she 
lives a half-mile away. 

“You want to take our money, but not 
support us when something big like that 
happens,” she concluded. 

“I was with Jen at the meeting in Van 
Buren Township,” another woman stated. 
“Its a done-deal now. Romulus wasn’t 
informed. I find that very disappointing. 
Our taxes go up. Jen gave the postcard to 
the city. Three of us were at the meeting 
and no city officials were there.” 

“We couldn’t come if we didn’t know,” 
said a councilwoman. 

Mayor LeRoy Burcroff asked about a 
card left at city hall that he did not see. He 
asked if it was a MDEQ forum. 

Councilwoman Tina Talley said she was

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Belleville sailor continues 75 years of Seabee tradition 


“We Build, We Fight” has been the motto 
of the U. S. Navy’s Construction Force, 
known as the “Seabees,” for the past 75 
years. 

Belleville native and 1996 Belleville 
High School graduate Navy Petty Officer 
Ist Class Jason Basham builds and fights 
around the world as a member of a naval 
construction battalion center located in 
Gulfport, Mississippi. 

Basham works as a construction mechanic 
which is responsible for instructing and 
teaching diesel and power trains and chasse 
and automotive AC, crane classes. 

The jobs of some of the Seabees today 


have remained unchanged since World War 
II, when the Seabees paved the 10,000-mile 
road to victory for the allies in the Pacific 
and in Europe, according to Lara Godbille, 
director of the U.S. Navy Seabee Museum. 

“I had a couple of buddies that were 
joining the Navy and they motivated me to 
go and we went to MEPS and I got in,” said 
Basham.
